"KATHERINE ANN POWER IS BEING REMOVED FROM THE FBI'S 
LIST OF TEN MOST WANTED FUGITIVES. SHE HAS NOT BEEN SEEN SINCE 
nVM AND THE FBI HAS NO INDICATION THAT SHE HAS RESUMED CRIMINAL 
ACTIVITY SINCE HER INDICTMENT IN n7D. 
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ONE OF THE CRITERIA FOR PLACEHENT ON THE TOP TEN IS 
THE FUGITIVE'S NEED FOR THE NATIONWIDE PUBLICITY AFFORDED BY 
THE TOP TEN PROGRAM. BECAUSE POWER HAS BEEN THE SUBJECT OF 
EXTENSIVE PUBLICITY DURING THE LAST m YEARS-, SHE NO LONGER 
FULFILLS THAT REtPUIREMENT. 

POWER IS THE FOURTH TOP TEN FUGITIVE SINCE IHSD TO BE 
REMOVED FROM THE MOST WANTED LIST BEFORE APPREHENSION-, DEATH-, 

OR DISMISSAL OF CHARGES. AS WITH POWER-, THE PREVIOUS THREE 
FUGITIVES WERE REMOVED BECAUSE THEY NO LONGER FIT TOP TEN 
CRITERIA. 

IN APRIL-, ITTL-, DWIGHT ALAN ARMSTRONG AND LEO 
FREDERICK BURTn WANTED FOR THE AUGUST-, ITTU-, BOMBING OF A
